Richardson Saturday night resulted 
badly tor him as he was shot bv 
Duke, the 
bullet 
going 
through 
Richardson s thigh about four inches 
below the trunk of liis body. 
Duke was arrested Sunday m orn­ 
ing by Chief Rosenerance and placed 
in jail. 
He was later released when 
his attorney, John Kiplinger, obtain­ 
ed a hearing before Squire Kratzer. 
His bond was placed at $500 with 
Charles Fra zee. Will C. Smith and <). 
M. Dale as bondsmen. 
The charge 
against him was filed 
by 
Henry 
Richardson, father of the wounded 
man. 
The police have 
never 
obtained 
the straight of the story but it i 
stated that Duke had been drinking 
Saturday night and th at he went to 
it local livcrv stable and hired a rig 
to take him home. 
Instead of going 
to the house, corner of Perkins am 
Eighth streets, lie went 
into 
tin 
barn. 
Richardson’s part to the a f ­ 
fair was that of an innocent bystan­ 
der. 
He was passing the Duke home 
and was asked by Mrs. Duke if he 
would help her get her husband to 
the house. 
Richardson went to the 
barn with her and they aroused him. 
When Duke 
saw 
the 
negro 
he 
drevj tlie gun from his pocket 
and 
fired. 
The bullet 
passed 
through 
Richardson’s leg but did not hit the. 
hone. 
Richardson, who 
lives 
in 
East Eighth street, went on 
home 
without telling Mrs. Duke that he 
was injured and it was not until 
early Sunday morning that the po­ 
lice were told that he had been shot. 
Mrs. Duke called the police stating 
that she w a s afraid 
her 
husband 
would come to the house and do her 
bodily 
harm. 
Chief 
Rosenerance 
and Policeman Hardin yvent to 
the 
scene. 
They did not disturb Duke a s they 
believed they had no right to arrest 
him for intoxication ns( long as 
he 
yvas on his own premises. 
At that 
time they did not know Richardson 
had been shot and decided to lei 
him remain in the barn. 
Mrs. Duke 
spent the remainder of the night at 
the home of 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
John 
Knecht in North Main street. 
Duke told Chief Rosenehance th at 
he did not remain in the barn but 
went to the house shortly after the 
shooting. 
He did not know lie had 
hit the negro until he was told by 
Chief 
Rosenerance. 
The 
shooting 
occurred about eleven-thirty o’clock 
S aturday night. 
Richardson is not badly hurt un­ 
less complications arise. The wound 
was very sore today and caused him 
a great amount of pain.

Was It Justified? 


Many Indiana farmers, now that 
the hysteria concerning the foot and 
mouth disease epidemic among live 
stock has passed over, are beginning 
to view the situation with 
a 
clear 
vision and are w’ondering if there 
ever was cause for the great alarm 
which was shown. 
They are won­ 
dering if the government 
was 
not 
hasty, iu' killing so 
many 
valuable 
animals merely because they were 
infected with the disease. 
The agriculture committee of the 
senate has reported out favorably a 
bill calling for a special appropria­ 
tion of $2,500,000 to fight the epi­ 
demic. 
But protests are being heard 
in congress at the manner in which 
the 
agriculture 
department 
has 
handled the question. 
Most of the 
complaints are 
reported 
to 
have, 
come from Indiana, Kentucky and 
Iowa. 
Some congressmen alleges that in 
some states cattle have been killed 
without warrant of law. 
Those who 
have taken up the question with the 
agriculture department declare that 
there is no law under which the fed­ 
eral government may kill a farmer’s 
live stock until he has been paid foi 
it. 
The department admits that this 
is the ease but finds justification for 
its action in the fact that 
it 
has 
been operating by agreement 
with 
the state authorities. 
Apropos of the subject, John (’lay 
of Chicago addresses a communica­ 
tion to a newspaper: 
“To those who have not gone up 
against it there is the fear that comes 
from ignorance and then to add to 
this feeling comes the wild 
state­ 
ments made in the* press. 
We may 
take it for granted that our news­ 
papers know little or nothing about 
the disease, but in the search for 
something new they exploited con­ 
ditions in the most sensational way. 
“The writer lived among animals 
infected with foot and mouth disease 
for years, and never saw one die, ex­ 
cept a few lambs when a hand of 
ewes were attaeked 
during 
lamb 
season. 
At the Cbieago 
Coliseum, 
outside the yards, where the dairy 
cattle are quarantined, we have not 
heard of a 
single 
mature 
animal 
succumbing to the 
disease. 
They 
are reported as doing first rate and 
after ten days or two weeks getting 
back to normal. 
But says 
the al­ 
armist, it will spoil 
their 
breeding 
qualities. To this we answer that in 
the early seventiesmore orless e\ery 
animal in (Ireat Britain had it. male 
and female and the 
production 
of 
cattle, sheep and hog.q kept 
going 
ahead. 
“Don’t be deceived, 
history 
will 
repeat itself. What has been an or­ 
dinary mole hill has been made into 
a mountain, and amid seientific sa­ 
vants 
who 
should know’ better, 
a 
good deal of theatrical display. Here 
is 
an 
instance 
ofi exaggeration 
among our newspapers: 
Our most 
conservative 
evening 
paper had a 
big scare line in its five o’clock edi­ 
tion, published at noon as follows: 
“Chicago’s Milk 
Supply 
in 
Dan­ 
ger.” 
A leading banker, who 
had 
pieked up one of the papers asked 
the writer 
what 
it 
meant. 
This 
party was accustomed to head lines 
and did not grow pale at the thought 
of his children being cut off from 
their milk. 
Now wfiat 
were 
the 
facts ? 
Outside of the dairy cattle 
safely quarantined at the yards, not 
a single dairy herd of the hundreds 
that supply Chicago with milk was 
affected, but even if one or two had 
caught the disease no 
milk 
could 
have left the premises and even if it 
did it was ten to one, that it would 
have been pasteurized. 
“My experience 
in 
a 
practical 
school is that we used the milk just 


a s the flow came back after the dis­ 
ease, and we never got this bugaboo 
of the disease, a human attack. And 
that in the face of daily contact with 
infested animals. 
In the open field, 
thirty to forty day ¡«I was considered 
ample time to he cleared of infec­ 
tion. 
Possibly t*> make things safe 
it 
hould be extended to 
ixfv days.

night on June 28. 
The illicit love of 
Mrs. 
Gibbons 
and Smith broke up the 
homes 
of 
both and finally ended in the trag­ 
edy. 
Mrs. Smith procured a divorce 
from her husband and Gibbons had 
separated from his wife after he had 
sued Smith for $10,000 for 
aliena­ 
tion of Mrs. Gibbons’ affections six 
years 
ago. 
Gibbons 
compromised 
for $500. 
Soon after tlie tragedy Mrs. Gib­ 
bons told in her ceil 
without 
any 
feeling of shame, how she and Smith 
had been living together. 
She was

Smith had four who lived with their 
mother.
